On Timber Dues 


Lumber Firms’ 
Supreme Court 
Appeal Is Lost 


OTTAWA, May 4.—(CP)—The 
supreme court of Canada today 
dismissed an appeal of Mark 
Anthony and other Alberta !um- 
ber manufacturers against the at- 
torney-general of Alberta and 
the provincial minister of lands 
and mines—a case resulting from 
an increase in certain dues pay- 
able on lumber. 

Associated with Mark Anthony 
and Leslie Anthony in the appeal 
were Etter-McDougall Sawmills 
Ltd., D, R. Fraser and Co. Ltd, 
Hales H. Ross and Western Con- 
struction and Lumber Co, Ltd. 

The lumber manufacturers 
brought action in the supreme 
court of Alberta for a declaration 
that the Alberta provincial govern- 
ment was not entitled to charge a 
rate of $1.75 per 1,000 feet on tim- 
ber cut under licences granted by 
the Dominion government prior to 
the national resources transfer 
agreement of 1930. 

The plaintiffs or their predeces- 
sors for many years were lessees 
or licencees of the crown, in the 
right of the Dominion, of timber 
berths in territory which now is Al- 
berta, and since 1930 of the crown 
in the right of the province of Al- 
berta,. For many years the timber 
dues on the renewal of licences did 
not exceed $1 per 1,000 fect and the 
plaintiffs contend the legislation in- 
creasing the dues was ultra vires of 
the provincial legislation.

Canadian Ships 
Successful in 


Recent Actions 


OTTAWA, May 4 — (CP) — 
Navy Minister Macdonald an- 
nounced today that the Canadian 
corvette Woodstock has been 


credited with a U-boat “probably 
sunk” and the corvette Camrose 
with a Q-boat “probably dam- 
aged” in recent actions. 


The Woodstock’s attack on 
enemy submarine was cerried out 
in conjunction with two British 
trawlers and United States air- 
craft. The British admiralty assess- 
ed the result as a probable sinking 

The minister gave no particulars 
of the action in which the Camrose 
figured. The admiralty assessment 
of the result was “probably dam- 
aged.” 

Mr. Macdonald said the Canad- 
jan navy’s total of known submar- 
ine sinkings stands at eight, in- 
cluding sinkings in all waters.

Not so long ago a puncture or a blow- 
out was only a minor inconvenience. It 
involved usually nothing worse than 
changing tires or waiting while a garage- 
man put on a patch. But things have 
changed. Tires now are practically not 
obtainable, unless it can be shown that 
they are needed for business or profes- 
sional driving. The pleasure-driver who 
has the bad Tuck to wreck a badly worn 
tire may about as well jack up the car for 
the duration and take to footing it. 

For this reason, if there were no other, 
care should be taken to keep the streets 
in as good condition as is practicable. Ruts 
and holes destroy tires, and so does glass. 
The latter may be a minor cause of tire 
damage, but it is a very effective one. And 
Edmonton streets and lanes are more fre- 
quently strewn with broken glass than 
there is any need for. This should be gath- 
ered up as part of the street conditioning 
service, where private citizens do not play 
the part of good neighbors by clearing it 
up themselves. % 


Build Up the Momentum 


In the first week of the campaign 
slightly more than one-third of the Fourth 
Victory Loan was subscribed. The total 
was $60,000,000 more than for the first 
week of the Third Loan campaign. 

This is good going, but not good engugh 
to guarantee that the whole amount ask- 
ed for will be forthcoming in the three- 
week effort. The indication is strong that 
the goal will be reached, but there is no 
positive assurance of that in the figures 
for the first week. The pace this week 
should be faster, enough faster to set all 
doubts at rest when the week is ended. 

Nothing succeeds like success. A moral 
of previous loan campaigns is that when 
applications come in freely the momentum 
tends to increase with gathering speed. 
Those who subécribe by their example in- 
duce others to subscribe. If applications 
and subscription totals for the present 
week show good gains over those for last 
week, a veritable rush may be expected in 
the concluding week of the campaign. 

Those who have just neglected thus far 
to do their buying will help by more than 
the amount they subscribe if they buy at 
once. They will help also by making bond- 
buying popular. It is easy to sell bonds— 
or anything else — when the impression 
spreads that “everybody's” buying them.

Better Do It Early 


The coal crisis in the United States 
seems to have been passed. The mines 
have been taken over by the Government, 
the miners are flocking back to work, and 
production for two weeks is assured, dur- 
ing which time negotiations will be carried 
on between the Government and the miner 
organizations looking to the making of a 
new: contract. 

That these will be successful is hardly 
to be doubted. Congratulations are due to 
the people of the United States on the 
prospect that they have escaped a sinister 
threat to internal peace, and to the United 
Nations on the outlook for an un- 
diminished output of munitions in that 
country. 

If anyone failed to see that Canadians 
were particularly involved in the tie-up, 
he should have been enlightened by the 
order which “froze” all imported coal in 
store in Canada and all in transit to Cana- 
dian points. This simply meant that the 
supply of fuel upon which kouse-holders in 
Ontario very largely depend had been cut 
off, and that war plants in that province 
would be put on short rations. The settle- 
ment has relieved the situation and the 
freezing order has been revoked. 

But it is to be hoped that the warning 
thus given to coal-consumers will not be 
forgotten. Even with mines in the United 
States and Canada producing at full blast 
the outlook for a plentiful supply for next 
winter is not bright. Those, in Alberta 
and throughout Canada, who lay in their 
supplies early will have one thing less to 
worry about.

Tokyo Supports the Appeals 


The Japanese have endorsed and em- 
phasized the appeals which have been com- 
ing from Australia for more war tools, par- 
ticularly more bombers and fighter planes. 

The raid on Port Darwin was fortun- 
ately a fizzle so far as ground damage 
went. But Allied losses of defending planes 
are said to have been heavy, and there 
were none of these to spare. The raid was 
serious potentially because of the nunber 
of machines sent over, and is still more 
Serious as hinting at more and heavier 
raids to come. 

It can hardly be supposed the affair 
was only an isolated sortie, for the Japa- 
nese have not been very lucky in “gestures” 

. of that kind. More likely it was the open- 
ing incident in the new air offensive which 
the Allied leaders have been expecting. 
Tokyo is well aware that it has been get- 
ting the worse of the fighting on the island 
front, and must do something to stop the 
incessant air, sea and land attacks on its 
outposts. It has the same teasons for strik- 
ing at Australia that the Allies have for 
wanting to bomb Japan. 

The Commonwealth is the base from 
which Allied operations are directed and 
a rted, and while jis ports and air- 
fields are in working ovder the enemy can 
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only look for a continuance and an exten. 
sion of the operations againat its garri- 
sons, transports, warships and bases 
throughout the island zone. Unless Aus- 
tralia can be knocked out, or crippled for 
offensive action, there can be no security 
for Japanese possession and exploitation 
of its stolen property anywhere in the 
archipelago.

Of 600 wounded men brought back to 
England from the Dieppe raid, only 15 
died. The doctors, nurses and hospital 
facilities won the fight in the other 585 
cases.

The Laval radio says all but soldiers 
and war-workers are to be evacuated from 
Le Havre, in expectation of an Allied inva- 
sion. That will be another Nazi port which 
Allied airmen can pound with no fear of 
injuring civilians. What followed the 
evacuation of St. Nazaire will be repeated 
there in due course. - 

An airman who has returned from 
overseas told a Toronto audience that the 
bombs dropped on Essen in a recent raid 
were equal in explosive content to 250,000 
Shells fired from field guns. There is the 
difference that field guns may register 
fewer misses than bombs dropped from 
fast moving planes a mile or more above 
their targets. Against that put the fact 
that if a “block buster” lands anywhere 
near the target it is bound to do it more 
damage than a shell landing only half 
as far away. Essen, it is safe to conclude, 
is a munitions centre mainly in the historic 
sense.

Group, in the Social Credit 
Hall Monday night. 

“Alaske after the war will be- 
come one of two things. It can be- 
come the bulwark of democracy, 
guaranteeing freedom and peace 
to the whole world—or it can be- 
come the slaughterhouse of gen- 
erations yet unborn, whose blood 
will pour on this altar of sacri- 
fice,” the minister said. “it can 
only be one way or the other; 
there are no alternatives.” 

Which of these two paths the 
world will follow, depends on the 
pattern of the new order, it was 
stated. 


SEES ENSLAVEMENT 


“If either the Marsh or the Bev- 
eridge plan is to be the pattern for 
the post-war world, then God help 
us, because humanity will be en- 
slaved,” said Mr. Fallow 

Both of these plans emanate from 
the same source, in his opinion, and 
they are just exaggerations of the 
present system.: 

“Instead of trying to lift people 
from the bottom, these plans just 
drag some more dewn from the top 
to the level of those lower.” 

The Loan Council, Rowell-Sir- 
ois report, the Mortgage Bank 
Act are but a few recent develop- 
ments by the Dominion govern- 
ment which tended to take power 
from the hands of the province, 
and give it to international fi- 
nance, so finance can dictate to 
the world when the time comes, 
Mr. Fallow told his audience. 

Referring to early development 

of the Alaska Highway plan, he 
said both the province of British 
Columbia and the Dominion gov- 
ernment had tried to locate the 
highway through British Columbia 
“No one seemed to know there was 
such a place as Alberta.” 

“Then we (the Social Credit 
government) decided we should 
try and work on our own in connec- 
tion with the route of the highway 
We were quite sure that if it was 
to be built at all, it would be built 
by American money

PUBLICIZE ADVANTAGES 

“So we thought we should pub- | 
licize through the United States | 
information showing the comparat- | 
ive ease of construction of the 
route through Alberta, as against 
British Columbia 

“And we certainly did publicize 
it through the States,” Mr, Fallow 
said 

It isn't our fault if any one in 
the States hasn't heard of the Al- 
berta route. We personally con- 
tacted every senator, every con- 
gressman, every governor, and 
many others in that country 

“The effect was electric, All 
Americans started to talk of the 
highway at once. Pressure was 
put on Washington, And in spite 
of the fact that not one of the 
engineering parties that had sur- 
veyed the road even mentioned 
Alberta in their reports, the Con- 
gress of the United States an- 
nounced the highway would be 
built, and along the Alberta 
route.” 

Mr. Fallow stated that until re- 
cently, Alaska had been regarded 
as a frozen waste, an impenetrable 
barrier between the old and the 
new world. Now it is becoming 
recognized that the country is the 
most strategic part of the whole 
world, and that the Northwest pas- 
sage across the top of the world is 
here to stay. 

“We have regarded Alaska as 
away out of the world, but Kiska is 
half-way between the Pacific coast 
and Japan. The Bering Sea, be- 
tween Alaska and Siberia, is only 
25 miles wide at its narrowest part 
and engineers before now have sug- 
gested tunnelling unde: this nar- 
row reach of water.” 

The minister predicted Alberta 
would become the leading province 
of Canada, and al! the more im- 
portant because the route to Al- | 
aska lies through this province. } 

“To build up a machine that 
will do an efficient job in the 
north, you must have oil, miner- 
als, and food, and we have them | 
all, | 

“We know that there is enougn 
oil in the North to last the world 
for 100 years, and that sinister 
forces are at work to prevent the 
development of these oi! resourc- 
es,” asserted Mr. Fallow 


HARD FIGHT LIKELY . 

“There will probabily be a fight 
a hard fight, to get the develop 
ment started. But those resources 
will be developed, and this govern- 
ment will see to it they are | 

Politicians, the minister conclud- 
ed, can hold up the industria! de 
velopment of the province to some 
extent, but they can't hold the de- 
velopment up forever. “The time 
will come when Alberta will be in- 
dustrialized, after her oil resourc 
es are developed,” he predicted 

Mr. Fallow was introduced by 
Hon, E. C. Manning, minister of 


trade and industry. Mr. Manning 


paid high tribute to his fellow- 
minister's contribution to the de- 
velopment of the north country. 
“Mr. Fallow has made the great- 
est developments, in my mind, of 
any person in Canada,” said Mr.

Not so long ago outstanding Eng- | 
lish surgeon made the slatement 
that diet and drainage were the 
outstanding factors in relation to 
bodily health, and those readers 
who consider that anything relating 
to diet, harks of food fadism, or 
plain tommy-rot, must of necessity 
agree that unless the body is suit- 
ably drained it will soon become 
clogged with waste and impurities 
and sickness and death will ensue, 
Those in rural communities know 
full well that a tract of land which 
is swampy and marshy and is not! 
properly drained, will soon become 


a breeding ground for disease and 
pelilence, and with the breeding of 
flies, mosquitoes and other insects, ! 
a scourge of typhus fever or malaria 
or some other plague will manifest 
itself in the community 

Ferdinand DeLesseps failed in his 
attempt to build the Panama Canal 
because he did not drain the swamp 
land there. We are well aware in 
our cities that in order to maintain 
health in the community proper 
scientfific drainage system must be 
installed and the waste matter 
scientifically disposed of 

One of the greatest problems in 
London after an air raid is when 
the sewer service is disrupted due 
to the bombing. The health of the 
community depends upon drain- 
age and the health of that body of 
yours depends also upon the dis- 
posal of the waste matter before it | 
accumulates and pollutes the sys- 
tem | 

We are fearfully and wonderfully 
made andour body mechanism is so 
constructed as to retain that which 
is needed for health and nutrition 
and to discard the waste matter. 
The body contains within itself a re- 
fining system, filtering system, lab- 
oratories and highly specialized 
manufacturers and the kidneys are 
accessories to the main unit. The 
colon, or main sewer is used to 
carry off the bulky waste 

When this human sewage system 
is crowded beyond its capacity it 
‘ils up and the circulation be- 
comes sluggish and is finally stop- 
ped, The crying need of the un- 
healthy body is for drainage, not 
only from the large bowel, but from 
the lymphatic system, the veins and 
sami] arteries which maintain the 
circulation. 

All that I have to say regarding 
diet today, is that good body drain- 
age is hampered by over-eating 
Many of us are inclined to eat 
more than we actually need. A great 
newspaper editor once said: “I can 
say truly that half I eat keeps me 
alive and the other half keeps ny 
doctor alive.” So you see good 
health depends on what you eat and 
on the disposal of the waste mat- 
ter.

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Alberta Prepared to Share 
In Higher Grants for Aged 


Declares Hon. Solon E. Low 


Alberta, anxious to lead the way to better conditions 


for old-age pensioners, did it alone—with one other province | 


—but today, a year later, others are asking questions, said 
Hon. Solon E. Low, provincial treasurer, in an address to a 


large number of the Pensioners’ Society, who gathered at the | 


1.0.0.F. hall Monday evening. 


The speaker told h.: 
that it was almost two years since 
he had attended a meeting of the 
Pensioners’ Society, and he chose 
to look back on that evening, he 
said, and then consider what had 
transpired since then, on things 
which had affected them, and 
what he thought might be the 


course of events in the near 
future 

He said there had been many 
signs of progress since 1940, con 


cerning old-age pensivners in Can- 
ada, and particularly in Alberta. It 
is well, he observed, to aim higher 
than what we expect to hit. Now, 
said Mr Low, he was expecting to 
see something done 
REVIEWS PROGRESS 

The speaker told how, in the fall 
of 1941, after discussions with mem- 
bers of the Pensioners’ Society and 
the provincial executive, communi- 
cations, secking the joint co-opera- 
tion in approaching the federal | 
government with a view to having 
the old-age pension act amended 
and securing higher pensions, were 
sent to all provincial premiers. Only 
two provinces took the matter up— 
Alberta and British Columbia 

Out of the communication, how- 
ever, continued Mr. Low, some good 
things have come. More are in the 
offing 

Im 1942 the Act in the province 
of Alberta was changed, but pre- 
vious to the amendment, by lop- 
ping here and scaling there, the 


possible supplementary aliow- 
ance of $5 was made, cost of 
which was borne by the pro- 
vince. Pensioners in Alberta 


were enabled to meet the cost of 
increased living, and were now 
receiving $25 a month. 

“And we are ready to bear 
share, in the province of $30 a 
month,” declared Mr. Low 

Careful examination of 
revealed that reciprocal agree- 
ments with other provinces pro- 
vided some difficulties, the speaker 
explained, pointing out tha’ supple- 
mentary allowances cannot at pres- 
ent be paid to Manitoba and Sas- 
katchewan residents of this pro- 
vince, 


UNIFORM PROCEDURE 

The only thing to do, he said, is 
to work with the other provinces 
and make uniform the procedurés 
in respect to old-age pensions 

Only between the provinces of 
British Columbia and Alberta is 
there a signed agreement in which 
the two go hand in hand with bet- 
ter treatment of old-age pensioners, 
he said, adding that other provinces 
are now beginning to take notice of 
it, and asking about it. He specifi- 
cally mentioned Manitoba, which 
province had twice enquired, and 
sought the support of this and the 
other provinces in sending a repre- 
sentation to the federal govern- 
ment, seeking to have introduced 
amendments to the old-age pension 
act 

People are thinking more about 
social security of their parents, 
declared Mr. Low, saying that the 
commandment, “Honor thy father 
and mother” is not shallow mock- 
ery. This land, choicest of all 
lands in the world, was given 
into the stewardship of these 
people, to be theirs as long as 
they care about it. 

The speaker explained the effect 
of the new pension increase on the 
provincial budget, by saying the 
provincial expenditures in this re- 
spect had been practically doubled. | 
To pay the increase during 1943, he 
said, it would cost the dats 
about three-quarters of a illion 
dollars, This was not something 
just for a year or two, but had be 
come an annua! fixed expense. It 
was fixed until the provinces de- 
manded from the federal govern- 
ment that the old-age pension act 
be amended 


LIMIT OF ABILITY 
Mr. Low believed the limit of 
ability so far as social services in 
this province were concerned, had 
been reached until there has been 
a change between federal and pro- 
vincial governments in financial 
matters, or until there is a greater 
population or more wealth here 

People have started think— 
think of changes for the better, con- 
tinued the speaker, as he told of the 
study being made of the Marsh plan 
—likening it to a Beveridge plan 
made applicable to Canada. Some- 
thing, he said, is stirring people to 
do better things. Improvement to 
ourselves brings improvement to 
the land we live in 

The speaker referred to the in- 

terest in a health service pian by 

British Columbia, wherein an at- 
“tempt is being made to arrange 

for free medical and prescription 

services to old-age pensioners, 
and said he was keeping in touch 
with this program. 

In due course, said Mr. Low, the 
Wominion government may ¢a!! a 
meeting of all provinces to discuss 
with pension authorities the possi- 
bility of health services supple- 
mentary to old age pensions. Some 
uniform scheme for the entire Do- 
minion is necessary, he declared
